Crafts Association 


The Ashland Crafts Associations sponsored its fifth fair early in 
December at the Ashland Armory. Over one thousand people meandered 
through festively decorated booths of potters, weavers, toy makers, 
lithographers and photographers, jewelers, seamstresses, workers in wood, 
stained glass and leather. 

The show received mixed reviews from some of the craftspeople involved. 
Potter Marian Telerski felt it was a ‘‘well-organized and well-advertised 
fair. People in Ashland are well educated to the crafts, and the advertising is 
good, so I think it’s a good fair.’ 

“It was twice as good as last year,’”’ stained glass artisan Walter von 
Finck offered. “There was constant programming, minstrels, 
musicians, clowns. Commercially, everyone did much better and the feeling 
was better, too.”’ 

Sandy Pitler, a leatherworker and organizer of the fair, noted that ‘‘not 
too many craftspeople can make much of their income at these fairs, 
because people in this Valley don’t support artists. I know they alli buy 
Christmas gifts, but they’ll just go to Sears and buy something of much 
inferior quality for a couple of dollars less. It’s impossible to make a living 
selling here. You have to go north to Eugene, Salem, Corvallis, ‘‘You know,”’ 
Pitler continued, ‘‘I may have missed them, but I never saw one city council 
member or member of the planning commission here at the fair. The bank 
clerks, the secreatries don’t come here, the other people in the arts, like the 
Shakespeare people, don’t support us, either. I think that’s sad. Some people 
think my expectations are too high about these fairs, but I’ve gone to other 
towns where people just come out in droves for crafts fairs, and they’ve 
saved their money waiting to be able to buy something special from a person 
rather than an entity.” 

Pitler finished by saying, “‘If the arts die out, something in each of us does 
out. I wish people would realize how important it is to support these ven- 
tures. If everyone bought just one of their Christmas presents at the fair, It 
would have made a big difference.”’

And many of you will be pleased to learn that we have been successful in 
bringing Chicago Symphony Radio Concerts back to the Rogue Valley. Since 
last June they have been unavailable to any station west of the Rockies. And 
since your letters and phone calls pointedly told us how much you missed 
them, and we also though they were one of the better series available, we 
have worked earnestly to negotiate their return. Unlike last year, they are 
not being made available through corporate underwriting but we were able 
to negotiate a price we could live with. 

A very small development that may bear heavily upon your future radio 
listening also occurred recently. At a meeting in Salem n early December, 
representatives of the majority of non-commercial radio stations in Oregon 
voted to establish the Non-Commercial Radio Consortium of Oregon. This 
was an event in which KSOR played a key role. I think in months and years 
to come the programming we have available to us will be substantially 
strengthened by virtue of the Consortium’s presence. But that is a subject 
we will pursue in greater detail next month.
